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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 9-11, 13, 14 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by 
Lzu et al. 

Lzu et al teach a method of delivering a wafer (target object) to a wafer 
processing machine, including: inclining the wafer 10 by making one end disposed on a 
chuck 20 (table) by use of a plurality of lift fingers 26, 27, 28, 29 for causing the wafer 
on the chuck to rise from its surface, wherein one pin on the side of the apparatus is 
higher than other pins such that the wafter is supported in an inclined fashion. (See 
Figure 4) 

As to claims 9, 10, 13, 14, elements 30 and 30 hold the wafer (Figure 3), and 
serve as a transfer mechanism. Those elements appear to correspond to either the 
robot grips (col. 3, line 9), or are simply supports that permit for transfer as transfer 
mechanism. Fingers 26-29 appear to be curved pins. 

As to claim 1 1 , the pins 28, 29 move at a speed different than pins 26, 27. 

2. Claims 15, 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Lzu et al. 

As to claims 15, 16; this description ("inspection" of claims 15 and 16) appears to 
be a statement of intended use only, as it does not add to the apparatus claim. In the 
alternative, it is known to test wafers either prior to or before "processing" (of Lzu). 

3. Claim 12 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 
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4. As to claim 17, note was made of the combination of the last three lines of this 
claim with remaining claim limitations.
